On Washington's birthday one who 
signed himself "Kentucky" wrote this to 
The New York Sun . 

An intelligent American living on tho 
ttd of February, a day celebrated by the 
birth of Washington, can hardly escape 
drawing it painful contrast between the 
physical, moral, intellectual and other 
personal characteristics of the first Presi 
dent on his retirement from office, and 
the man who, in a few days, will leave 
the same post forever. 

Washington was six feet two or three 
inches in height, broad. « ; newy, bony and 
well proportioned.^ almost a typical ath- 
lete, and whose bearing was suggestive 
of natural dignity and solid power. He 
wore I No. U bont and gloves that had 
no number, II they exceeded in size all 
modern if not ancient precedent. Lafay- 
ette once said that he hud nevei MM or 
rend <»f hands so large. 

Mr. Cleveland approaches his great pre- 
decessor in height, and probably exceeds 
him in weight, but is puffy in figure and 
bears a burden of flabby and superfluous 
flesh.
